Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,3,4, 6-1 2, 1 7-22, 24-36, and 41 -44 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art, Mignault (US 6,269,285), discloses a system for inventory 

management on a shelf including a pusher assembly, a locator device to provide the 
position of the pusher assembly on the shelf, a sensor assembly to detect the position 
of the pusher assembly by scanning the locator device and determining a code based 
on the scanned signals and to transmit the code representative of the pusher position 
for further processing, and a processing device configured to receive the transmitted 
code, wherein the processing device is configured to receive the transmitted code, 
provide notification concerning the position of the pusher assembly, and to order 
additional inventory in response to the received code. Furthermore, the processing 
device calculates the distance between the pusher and the end of the shelf based on 
the transmitted code. Also, the sensor assembly produces an output signal which is 
sent to a processing device, thus the sensor assembly includes a transmitter. 

The prior art fails to teach comparing the transmitted code related to the pusher 
position to a previous pusher code to determine the movement of the pusher assembly 
and product level rate of change and providing a notification when a deviation occurs in 
the typical movement of the pusher assembly and product level rate of change. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious.
